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This is a decision on the petition under 37 CFR §1. 137(b), filed July 29, 2005 to revive 
the above-identified application. The petition is properly treated as a petition under 37 
CFR 1.181, to withdraw the holding of abandonment. 

The petition filed under 37 CFR 1.181 is Granted . 

The petition filed under 37 CFR 1.137(b) is Dismissed as Moot . 

This above-identified application was held abandoned for failure to timely reply to the 
non final Office Action mailed July 8, 2004. The non-final Office Action set a three (3) 
month shortened statutory period for reply. A reply was not received. No extensions of 
time were obtained under the provisions of 37 CFR 1.136(a). Accordingly, this 
application was held abandoned on October 9, 2004. A Notice of Abandonment was 
mailed on June 1, 2005. 

Petitioner maintains that a response to the non-final Office Action was mailed on 
October 7, 2004. Petitioner acknowledges a typographical error resulted in the last two 
digits of the application number being transposed. The amendment did contain the 
correct art unit, name of the examiner, attorney docket number, confirmation number 
filing date and title of invention. In support of petitioner's contention that a response 
was timely submitted to the Office Action, petitioner has submitted a copy of a stamped 
post card receipt and Express Mail Label. 

The amendment, and terminal disclaimer have been located in the correct application 
(09/418,461). Based on the facts stated in the instant petition and the corroborative 
evidence provided, it is concluded that the holding of abandonment was improperly
